SUSPENDING NATURE’S LAWS 


The mayor of Ada calls attention to the fact that the first 
day of the week, popularly known as Sunday, has become an 
ordinary work day among a good many people of this city. 
He says that it has become almost common for certain people 
to save up a number of extra jobs for Sunday and to spend 
that day in w ork that could w ell be done on any other day of 
the week. 
Even contractors on public works have been tak­ 
ing advantage of the extra labor supply of Sunday and have 
been making that day a kind of special day to get work done. 
The mayor says that this kind of law violation has gone far 
enough and must be stopped, even if some leading citizen is 
stood up behind barred windows and left to contemplate the 
scenery through the peep holes of the city jail. 
It may be possible for the offender to escape the rough 
hands of statutory law* and to avoid the penalty of breaking 
a moral law for an indefinite season, but there is a physiolo­ 
gical law that cannot be broken with any degree of safety. 
The law providing a day of rest among each seven days has 
not been written on a table of stone only or on the statute 
books of a state only. 
That taw has beeh written in the 
bone and sinew of the human family. It w*as long ago ascer­ 
tained that both men and beasts wear ou( more quickly when 
denied a day of rest among each seven. 
When the revolu­ 
tionary government of France substituted the tenth day for 
the seventh as a day of rest it was soon discovered that even 
the work animals broke down more quickly and were sooner 
ready for the bone-y&rd. 
The human frame is a bank deposit not subject to drafts 
forever. 
The faster checks are written the sooner an ac­ 
count will be exhausted. By working on Sunday one is simply 
consuming nervous and muscular force that will be needed 
sorely farther down the line, and when needed will be gone. 
By working an extra *day a stale body and poor work are in- 
su,,ed for all other days. It is not possible to repeal the law’s 
of nature, and one day’s rest in seven is a law of nature. *
